Robert H. Shields, Washlnston.

He said 
he represents between SS and 00 
per cent of this country's beet sugar 
producers. 

Under the 1048 sugar act, the 
secretary of agriculture fixes tlie 
sugar consumption estimate for next 
year. Quotas are based portly on 
this estimate. Sugar producers in 
this country want the estimate kept 
lower than this year's. 

Smaller Quotas 
A low estimate would mean small- 
er quotas on sugar Imports from 
Cuba and other foreign countries, 
and that would force prices up. 

Shields said the wholesale price 
of 100 pounds of refined sugar to- 
day Is tT.7S, compared with $3.40 at 
the beginning of 104B. 

"If Uio wholesale price ot re- 
fined sugar today was In line with 
the general cost of living, the yard- 
stick In the act to measure sugar 
prices fair to both producers and 
consumers, the price would be 
M.IS," he said.

First to fed the pinch will be tho aluminum Indus- 
try, lorgeat ilngle power user In the region.

This compares with a prewar 
peak load ot approximately ISS.OOO kllowatu. 

Pacific northwest power users aro not expected to 
face as etlUciI power conditions aa Brltlah power uicrs 
who aro taking an arbitrary cut of 30 per cent all over 
the newly niUonallsed systetn thla winter. Over there 
violators of compulsory power restrictions may be fined 
up to tSaoo 01 sent to prison for two years.
